Your  office  was  suggested  as  possibly  being  able  to  identify 
or  assist  in  the  identification  of  the  object  or  source  of  the 
object  described  in  the  copy  of  the  attached  letter  recently 
received  from  the  Director  of  the  Canadian  Meteorological 
Service. 


From  the  description  it  would  appear  that  the  object  was  some 
sort  of  constant  density  or  pressure  level  type  of  balloon. 
However,  we  do  not  know  of  any  balloons  of  this  type  being 
released  in  the  Northern  Hemisphere  at  this  time. 

Fort  Harrison  is  located  due  east  of  Churchill  across  the 
Hudson  Bay  where  regular  radiosonde  balloons  are  released. 

These  balloons  expand  to  a much  larger  size  at  20,000  feet 
than  noted  in  the  description  in  the  letter  and  probably 
never  cross  the  Hudson  Bay  before  bursting.

I have  reviewed  this  sighting  and  it  seems  to  fit  the  description  of 
a balloon  launched  from  Ft.  Churchill.  However,  other  stations  within  a 
500  nautical  mile  radius  of  the  sighting  also  launch  radiosonde  balloons 

WTiich  tend  to  fit  this  description  as  outlined  here  by  Mr.  Noble.

The  only  way  I know  to  confirm  or  at  least  try  to  confirm  the  track  of 
these  balloons  Is  to  request  the  weather  data  for  the  specific  launch 
sites.  If  you  feel  that  this  extra  effort  is  desirable  then  I will 
initiate  the  necessary  action  acquire  the  data. 

Sometimes  weather  balloons  will  develop  a leak,  as  a result  they 
ne/er  reach  high  altituie  or  their  normal  size.  This  could  be  the  case 
in  this  instance.
